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This compact structure was designed to provide, 
within stringent budget limitations, a plan that would 
give maximum privacy to a family of seven. The five 
children range in age from 12 to 4 and a major require- 
ment was provision of a bedroom for each in such 
a way that privacy for the parents was assured. 


As will be seen in the plan, children occupy the lower 
floor and have outdoor access from the playroom 
around which their bedrooms are arranged. 


The very steep lot was terraced for driveway access, 
and the upper floor is the entry level.

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The site, a rather narrow but deep wooded lot sloping 
up from the street affords one good view through the 
trees towards the road to East. ‘The problem was to 
gain this aspect from the house without the loss of 
privacy from the street and to screen the car parking 
from both the main entrance and street. Å square 
plan was adopted to give maximum floor space on one 
level raised above the site in order that the inset deck 


cuts off the view from the street to the central living 
room lit from the deck.
